N EWS travels slowly in Africa, and, when at the end of a fort-

The story over, and the first shock caused by the astounding news having 
settled like a huge sea-billow that having struck once recoils temporarily to 
strike again with renewed force, things moved rapidly, plans sprang into being 
and flourished under the cultivating influence of Arabian imagination. The 
little band of peaceful, easy-going merchants of a few hours before was now 
changed in an “army of revenge,” having for its mission the inflicting on 
Christendom of a punishment unparalleled in history. Needless to say, Abu 
Hamid was chosen for the leader. 

From the oasis they proceeded to Bagdad in order to dispose of the goods 
which they were carrying and to gather what recruits might be gotten along 
the route. 

After a six weeks’ journey, General Abu Hamid and his little army ar- 
rived in Bagdad, that typical city of the Arabian Nights, with its ancient walls 
and towers, and quaint mosques and palaces, their beauty even enhanced by 
their semi-dilapidated condition.

Here 
Abu's hopes for recruits met with reverses, for little interest could be aroused 
in the dreamy populace of Bagdad, and no amount of eloquence in truth or 
exaggeration seemed able to arouse the inhabitants from the general stupor 
that seems to pervade the place to any feeling of patriotism. So Abu, not 
the least daunted in his purpose, set off to join the Turkish army and wreak 
аз much vengeance as possible on the murderers of his people. 

Two weeks later found Abu leading a band of fifty mounted Arabs into 
the camping grounds of the Turkish army. The Sultan, who had been leader 
of the young Turks when they overthrew the old Abdul Hamid two years 
previous, heartily welcomed the new-comers and consented to all of Abu's 
plans, as the Turkish army had been meeting with severe defeats recently. 

Thru all the succession of incidents, Abu's sweetheart had remained 
faithfully at his side, sharing all his feelings and comforting him in all his 
despondencies; and now to make the tie of happiness more complete, the two 
were united in wedlock by the Sultan himself, within the Turkish lines, after 
the manner of a simple Oriental ceremony, 

Now, Abu's wife, possessing that keenness of intellect not uncommon 
among the women of peoples representing effete or decayed civilizations, had 
a great desire to learn new things about strange lands, strange peoples, their 
customs and manners; and so we must not wonder that one day when Abu 
had taken her far into the enemy's territory on a spying expedition, that he 
should find her on his return to their stopping place, engaged in conversation 
with three dusky strangers. From his vantage point, he stood eyeing them 
lor a few minutes. The three strangers were negroes, two young men and 
an elder who appeared to be their father. The elder was explaining some- 
thing to Abu's wife, and she stood listening intently, her face all aglow with 
interest. The three were negroes, not greatly different from the African of 
those parts in facial appearance, but of a type vastly more intelligent, and 
from their dress Abu knew them to be what he hated more than anything else 
on earth—Christians. And his wife engaged in friendly conversation with 


them! Could he believe his eyes? Had she not sworn the same vow of 
eternal hate against that sect? and seemingly shared his feelings in every 
way? What could this mean? In Abu's mind it could mean only that his 
wife had turned traitor. In a fit of rage he rushed upon the woman, his knife 
held aloft above her to strike. But that instant he was seized, divested of 
his weapon and subdued by the two younger men, who demanded an explana- 
tion in tones of sternest indignation that all but made the spirit of the Arab 
cower a little. 
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“What do you mean by such actions?" asked the elder, after he had 
quieted the fiery spirits of the youths. 
“That I can explain," retorted Abu, no longer attempting to maintain the

secrecy which his being a spy had necessitated, That woman is my wife. 
She and I with others swore nothing but eternal hatred against such as you, 
for my people have been murdered by Christian dogs! And our peaceful 
homes have been desolated, and now my wife turns traitor and holds friendly 
discourse with that pernicious sect." 

The three Ethiopians listened in wonderment, and the poor wife of Abu. 
so suddenly awakened to the realization of the terrible thing she had done, 
sat shuddering, with eyes cast on the ground, her beautiful countenance de- 
picting the greatest grief and reproach for herself. 

The old man spoke at length: “Sit down, and we will talk over this 
matter. You are aware that you are our prisoners, so be contented and act 
civil, and we promise not to turn you over to the Montenegrins as a spy,

The latter thrust struck home and made Abu more than willing to sit 
down and listen in a civil, yet half-contemptible manner. The colored mis- 
sionary, thousands of miles from his native America, in a country torn and 
wasted by war and beset by dangers innumerable, lectured to his Arab pris- 
oner as he had never preached in any sermon in all the history of his minis- 
try. He showed the Arab the difference between the Christian and Oriental 
standards of morality, disclosing by contrast the superiority of the former. 
He told the history and causes of the conflict between the Christian and Turk, 
neither of which Abu had known or considered, showing that the Turk had 
brought down upon his head the punishment he was now receiving by re- 
peated massacres of innocent Europeans and Dalkans. In conclusion, he 
spoke thus to Abu: “You say that your people, who never wronged the Chris- 
tians have been overcome by the Christians. Your people chose to ally them- 
selves with the Turk, so they had to suffer along with him. The rain falls 
on the just and the unjust alike, you know. Now that I have shown you the 


two sides of the conflict and proven, I trust, beyond doubt, that the Christian 
nations are only doing what any nation or individual would do under the 
same circumstances, will you promise that you will, as an honorable man, 
take no more part in this ignoble struggle, and will take your wife and seck a 
home in peaceful parts, and live a better life?" 

The hand of the Arab and that of the missionary clasped, and the former 
answered, “I promise."

It is thus seen that Saginaw, play- 
ing the same teams the same num- 
ber of times, has a record of four 
won and one lost, or .800 per cent; 
Day City Eastern, three won and 
two lost, or .600 per cent. Each 
team has yet to play Flint, but both 
these games will be easily taken 
from the Flintites as they have been 
proven to be the weakest team in 
the League. Saginaw then will 
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have 5 and 1, or .833, and Bay City 
will have 4 and 2, .667. The present 
Valley rules, however, will make 
Saginaw 3 won and 0 lost, 1.000, 
and Bay City, ? won and 0 lost, 
1,000, and will make them play off 
the so-called “tie.” 

Of course, we have the utmost 
respect for the learned instructors 
who framed these rules, but still we 
fail to see how one victory and one 
defeat can cancel each other. In 
any baseball or any other kind of 
league where standings are figured 
by percentage, such a thing would 
be preposterous. According to the 
present rules set by the Valley prin- 
cipals, a team with 51 victories and 
50 defeats, an actual percentage of 
504, would have the gorgeous per 
cent of 1.000, with one victory and 
no defeats. A team that decisively | 
defeated Arthur Hill twice is no 
better than a team that just slipped 
thru with a victory on their home 
floor and were overwhelmingly de- 
feated away from home by the same 
team, according to these rules. 

Be it hereby understood that we 
do not fear another game with Bay 
City. Nay, rather, on a neutral 
floor, we have little doubt as to the 
outcome. But it is an injustice to 
force a team to keep up training 
after the season is ended and to 
stake their chances on the outcome 
of a post-season game after they 
have beyond a doubt proven their 
right to the Valley championship.

The debate on the annexation of Mexico by the United States 


and affirmative, William O’Keefe. The decision of the judges was in favor 
of the negative by the very small margin of one-sixth of a point, 71 1/3 to 71%. 
A constitutional amendment relative to adjusting a quorum was introduced 
by member Frank Gorman. The amendments which had been introduced 
the week previous by member Cummings were laid on the table pending an 
investigation of their legality under the school law. 


Feb. 27—Member Cummings, anxious to have his amendments adopted, 
tried to have a committee of one appointed to revise them so they could be 
adopted by the Lyceum. Following a lengthy discussion between Cummings 
and Whatley, who argued for and against respectively, the amendments were 
thrown out. Member Gorman withdrew his amendment on consent of the 
Lyceum and introduced a resolution calling for a mock trial of Member What- 
ley, who had been accused of illegally representing the Lyceum at the State 
Boys’ Conference, November 28-30 last. This resolution was adopted. 


Mar, 3—Special meeting called to take action on the annual faculty party. 
Gorman and Schmidt seemed the only ones in favor, and Whatley and Cum- 
mings, leading the negative, succeeded in carrying a resolution to discharge 
the committee in charge and take no further action on the matter, the vote on 
this question being 23-4. 


Mar. 6— Details for the mock trial were worked out. The latter part of 
this meeting was in charge of Vice-President Schirmer, as President O'Keefe 
complained of a very severe and irritating bronchial trouble. 

Mar. 13—Program consisted of a very well worked-out debate on the 
question, "Resolved, that the term of the President of the United States 
should be lengthened to six years and that no person should be eligible for 
re-election to said office.” For the affirmative, Member Humphrey brought 
out the points that the President spends too much of the time that belongs 
to the nation in stump speeches working for re-election; that re-election 


causes corruption, especially in contributions to campaign funds by large cor- 
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porations; and that re-election of Presidents causes great business fluctua- 
tions; all of which evils he showed would be eliminated by one, and only one, 
term of six years for the President. Leader Schmidt, of the negative, argued 
that a President who would have only one term of six years would greatly 
abuse his power of patronage; that the people would be deprived of the ex- 
perience a President has gained in his first term if he were not allowed a 
second; and that it limits the right of the people to choose whom they want. 
For the affirmative, McCorkle brought out the points that a President has 
not enough time to work out his policy in four years, citing a statement to 
that effect made by the Hon. William H. Taft; that the American people want 
a President who will be one from the day that he goes in till the day he goes 
out, not one that spends two years in four working for re-election; and that 
the Senate had already passed it and that the House surely would. Finishing 
for the negative, Mr. Wallis argued that the interest of the nation would be 
lessened by the lengthening of time between elections; that it was only a 
Democratic measure aimed at Mr. Taft and Mr. Roosevelt, and emphasized 
that the President can now have another four years if he shows the people 
that he is capable. The rebuttals were but a summary of the points before 


brought out. The affirmative was awarded the decision, 73 to 69,
